Smoking Behavior 


A study done on nurses’ cigarette smoking in 
England and Wales was published in a recent 
issue of International Journal of Nursing 
Studies. 

The study was based on information 
collected from 1,577 nurses. The aims of the 
study were to describe nurses’ smoking 
behavior and to find out why nurses smoke 
cigarettes. The study found 

1. nurses working in the community were 

less likely to smoke than those working 
in mental and general hospitals 

. Six out of every 10 smokers smoked 
between 10 and 25 cigarettes per day, 
had started before age 19, and 71% had 
started before becoming nurses 

. the stress associated with nursing tasks 
was not correlated with the amount of 
smoking or nonsmoking, except in 
cases involving patient deaths 


. Significantly more nonsmokers felt a 
relationship existed between smoking 
and ill health; smokers admitted a 
relationship existed but were not 
committed to the view 


. More nurses were smokers in large 
hospitals (more than 200 beds) 

. smoking nurses were less likely to 
encourage families, friends, and 
colleagues to stop, but did encourage 
patients to stop smoking.
